INTRODUCTION 

THE  following  tabulated  statement  of  Docks.  Wharves  Ship- 
yards, etc.,  that  cluster  round  the  harbour  of  Victoria 
<»  .  '  '^"''  Columbia,  was  compiled  at  the  request  of  the  United 
States  Sh.ppmg  Board.  When  complete,  itwas  considered  that  with 
some  further  data  covering  the  commerce  of  the  ports  of  B  C 
generally  the  brochure  would  be  of  value  to  ship-owners  and 
shippers  visttmg  these  waters. 

Particulars  have,  therefore,  been  added  covering  those  products 
of  Canada  exported  from  the  ports  of  the  Province  of  British  Co- 
lumbia that  might  form  the  basis  ..f  return  cargoes  for  vessels  visit- 
ing these  and  neighbouring  waters.  To  these  have  been  added  such 
information  as  to  port  charges  an<l  repairing  and  bunkering  facili- 
.e.s^as  all  .h,p-<,wners  or  charterers  visiting  foreign  waters  require 


It  is  hoped,  th      fore,  that  this  brochure  will  serve  a  useful 
purpose  to  the  home  producer  and  the  foreign  carrier  and  consumer.

Tlie  Canadian  Government  lias  now  decided  to  make  Esqui- 
nialt  tlie  Xaval  IJase  for  the  f'acitic  Seaboard  and  will  commence 
in  the  conrse  of  a  few  weeks  the  construction  of  a  new  Dry  Dock  in 
F,an<,f's  Love.  l'-s(|uinialt  Harbour,  iinmcdiately  adjacent  to  ^'arrow'^ 
SIiii)yard. 

The  ])lans  ])rovide  the  followinj^  dimensions:  Length  from 
caisson  stoj)  to  head  wall.  1.130  feet:  width  of  entrance.  120  feet; 
depth  oil  sill  at  ordinary  hijj^h  water  sprinj,"-  tides,  40  feet;  width 
at  co])in^'  of  dock  walls,  144  feet.  The  dock  will  be  di\  ".ed  into  tw<' 
sections.  ().^0  feet  and  500  feet  res])ectively.  each  nart  to  be  closed 
by  a  shij)  steel  caisson.  I'or  the  i)ur])oses  of  emptyin,<>;  the  dock, 
three  centrifutjal  i)um])s,  each  with  a  ])umpin,i^  capacity  of  f)0.000 
jj^allons  |)er  minute,  will  be  installed.  Electric  power,  j^enerated  by 
the  dock  ])()wcr  plant,  will  run  the  pumps  and  other  machinery, 
The  walls  of  the  dock  will  be  of  concrete  construction  with  jj^ranite 
co])inj^s.  The  keel  and  biljije  blocks  will  rest  on  jL^ranite  strips  ex- 
tendin.uf  the  full  lentjth  of  the  dock,  and  ^n-anite  will  be  used  for  ''le 
cai<    in  stojjs. 

A  basin.  .5,')0  feet  lonj,^  and  200  feet  wide,  will  be  i)rovided  on 
the  south  side  of  the  drydock  for  the  re])airin,ij^  of  vessels  while 
afloat  and  to  permit  the  unloadinj^  of  carj^oes  before  the  ship  enters 
the  fjravinf,'-  basin.  The  structure  around  the  basin  will  be  built  of 
reinforced  concrete.

Other  biiildin,tjs  to  he  erected  in  connection  with  the  drvdock 
will  uichide  a  spacious  j,a'nerator  honse,  oil  service  tanks,  and  oil 
cistern,  lined  with  concrete,  office  bnildin-s  and  various  details 
associated  with  an  industrial  ])lant  of  this  ma<,mitude.
